Texas Looms as Great 


Center for Phosphate 


CHICAGO.—(/P)—James C. Kenne- 


dy, president of the 
Central 
and 


Southwest Utilities company, report- 
ed Wednesday Texas might soon be- 
come the nations leading state in the 
production 
of phosphate products. 


This prospect, he announced, was a 
result of discovery of a 400,000,000 ton 
deposit of phosphate shell in gulf 
waters along the Texas coastline from 
Corpus Christi to the mouth of the 
Rio Grande.

LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—There's no 


dearth of experienced governors in 
Arkansas. Seven fromer chief execu- 
tives are living. 


One of them went from the -gov- 


ernor's chair to the United States sen- 
ate and there became the Democratic 
lender. Another, though a Democrat, 
was elevated to afederal judgcship by 
a Republican president. 


The senator is Joe T. Robinson, min- 


ority leader in the senate. He served 
less than two months as povernor, and 
has the distinction of having served 
as congressman, governor and United 
States senator all within 60 days, 


He was a member of congress when 


he was sworn in as governor in Jan- 
uary, 1913. The legislature which then 
was in session elected him United 
States senator to succeed the late 
James P. Clark. He has been in the 
senate since. 


John E. Martincau is the former 


governor who is now a federal judge. 
He was sworn in as governor in Jan- 
uary, 1927. Early in the second year 
of his term, he was appointed United 
States judge for the eastern distt-ict of 
Arkansas by President Coolidge. 


He is one of the few Democrats 


ever appointed to n federal judgeship 
by a Republican president. 


Martineau's term as governor was 


marked by the enactment of the road 
law which bears his name and which 
started Arkansas on a ?l,<foO,000 road 
building program. 


Tom J. Terrcl, who preceded Mar- 


tineau as governor, is now a practic- 
ing attorney in Little Rock. He served 
one term as governor. 


Dr. Charles H. Brough, the state s 


war-time governor, is now director of 


public relations for the University of 
Arkansas. 


George 
W. Donaghcy, 
governor 


when the new state house was start- 
ed, is a Little Rock capitalist. He 
has virtually retired from active busi- 
ness. He was governor for two terms, 
starting in 1909. 


J. M. Futrell, now chancellbr at 


Paragould, served five months after 
Senator Robinson resigned to enter 
the senate. He obtained the office 
after a contest with William K. Old- 
ham which the supreme court de- 
cided.

Oldhnm • was elected president pro 


tcm o fthe senate at the beginning of 
the 15)13 legislative Session and Futrell 
was elected president pro tern at the 
end of the ssion. 


In those days, Arkansas had no 


lieutenant governor and the president 
pro tern of the senate was next in line 
for the governorship. The question 
arose as to whether Oldham or Fu- 
trell was entitled to the office and 
the supreme court awarded it to Fu- 
trell. He served five months until 
the late George W. Hays was elected 
at a special election to fill out the un- 
expired term. 


X. O. Pindall is the seventh former 


governor now living. Ho was elected 
by the legislature in 1907 when Gov- 
ernor John S. Little became incapaci- 
tated by ill health soon after he took 
office. Pindall in recent years has 
practiced law in Little Rock. 


Senator Robinson was the last gov- 


ernor until Judge Martineau resign- 
ed in 1928, who failed to finish his 
term of office.

BATON ROUGE, La.-(/P)-R. 'A. 


Wasson, agronomist of Louisiana State 
University extension
